Various delegations, both civil and 
military, were received later by General 
Weyler at the palace, and they offered 
their congratulations upon tho outcome 
of his operations in Pinar del Rio, 
Marques Ahumada also offered his ccm- 
natoiationf tupa the death of Maceo.

the creilH tar the oomMnation whloh 
had resmted in the fall of tho Cuban 
chief was all due to the Marqnes Ahu- 
mada, but the latter said he had only 
seconded his chief's plans. 

There has been another attack by an 
insurgent band on the town of Guana- 
bacoa, in wliich tlie insurgent leader, 
Angueren, was wounded. The attack 
was repulsed without serious damage.

Mustapha Bey, the Turkish minister, it 
is rumored at the state department, has 
intimated that if some amends is not 
made by the president, he will be 
o1>li</ed to ask for his paper* aad wUl re- 
turn to Constantinople. 

TJn9 deep displeasure of the sultan 
was made known to Secretary Oluey on 
Thursday by Mastiq>ha Bey in accord- 
ance with a cablegram received by him 
on Wednesday from his home govern- 
ment. The interview between tlie min- 
ister and secretary of state is described 
as excetdingly interesting and some- 
what exciting. Mustapha Bey began 
by stating that his goverameBt had in 
structed him to make an immediate and 
emphatic protest "against the harsh and 
unjust language used by the president 
in his pubhc utterances concerning a 
ix)werwith which the United States 
sustained friendly diplomatic rela- 
tions." 

This was accusing i^sident Cleve- 
land of a diplomatic discourtesy, Viut 
the minister made it still more serious 
by stating that the sultan regarded 
President Cleveland's message as to the 
argument of an advocate, in that h< 
presented only one side of Ok* ease, 
although he possessed complete infor- 
mation regarding the other, or Turkish 
side, which had be«B dBflially oommu- 
nicatt (1 to liiiu. 

The minister also calls attention to 
varions grievances that his government 
entertaias against dtiaens of the United 
States. He said that they had libelled 
the Bultan and abused the Turkisli gov- 
eriiiiH iit, and had been allowed to |.to 
nureprimanded by the prasideut, al- 
though Mnie of them weMpaUleofii- 
cers. 

Complaint was also made against 
American missionaries in Turkey, who 
were charged with inciting tho Arme- 
nians against the Turkisli government 
and with aiding them by assisting iu or 
concealing the manufacture of dyna- 
mite bombs in Christian churches. 

It is said that Mustapha Bey present- 
ed what the Turkish goremment re- 
gards 08 proof of these charges and that 
they are now on file in the department. 
Among those accirsed are Dr. Cyrus 
Hamlin, the well known Congrega- 
tional minister, and Dra. Dwight and 
Washbnm of Rokwts' ooilm la Con- 
stantinople.

A FEW BODIES WASHED ASHORE. 

The UlRaster I'rolmbI}' Due to a Heavy 
Wog and tho Captain Mlttakon to His 

I!«Tl(onlnB— Tlio l'i«Mfn!f<T» Wore Prob- 
ably All In Their Uertlm at the Time of 
the Dliaater. 

Vioo, Spain, Dec. 12.— The loss of 
life by the foundering of the North 
German Lloyd steamer .'^alier, which 
^ank on the Corrubeda shoals, off the 
nnrtheastem coast of Spain, in the gale 
that swcjit the Atlantic coasts of Eu- 
rope early this week, is now positively 
known to have been much greater than 
at first suppos^'d. While it is true that 
tho steamship left Antwerp with only 
210 passengers, she embarked more at 
various Spanish ports and it is now esti- 
mated that the number of victims of 
the disaster will probably reach 400 or 

•jOO. 

Some of the bodies of those on the 

ill-fated ves.sel, including that of the 
:;iptaiu, have been washed ashore. Tho 
:Mptaiirs watcli liad stopped at 5 ::iO 
ii'clock, presumably Tuesday moniiug, 
D( c. 8. 

Owing to the fact that there seems to 
be no smrlvoTB of the wreck, there is 

little else but theory to fall back on to 
itccount for tlie disaster. Experts hero 
look upon tlie loss of tln' Salier as liav- 
ing been due to causes jirobalily in every 
particular similar to those which led 
to the loss of the British steamer Dmm- 
mond Castle of the Castle line of 
Ushant on the norrhwestem extremity 
of France in .lune, last. 

As in the case of tin,' Salier tin' 
weatlier, inevious to tho wreck of tho 
Drummond < 'astle and the loss of nearly 
250 people, had been very heavy and 
was fdlowed by thick weather, which 
prevented Captain Pierce, her com- 
mander, from seeing the light. When 
he br lieved he Was far enough north. 
Captain Pion-e ordered tlie helm of tho 
Drammond Castle to be iiorted, and 
with fine rain and fog headed her on 
the night of June 17 on a northeasterly 
course' for tlie Hristol channel. But he 
was apparently out of his reckoning, 
for the l)niniiiioiid Castle --cms to liavn 
run at fall Hjieed upon a ridge of rocks 
extending from the island of Molene, 
half way between Ushant and the 
mainland of France, to other and 
smaller i.slands. The concussion, it was 
generally admitted at the time, must 
Iiave ripped the steamer oi)en from stem 
to stern, and she ai)parently pitched 
over the rei f and sank almost immedi- 
ately afterward iu deep water, for no 
trace of her was found. 

Like the Dramnuind Castle it Is be- 
heved that the .Salier was making tho 
b«!st time possible undt r t!;e circuni- 
stances, for ofter leaving Bremen tho 
Salier hod touched at Antwerp and Co- 
runna, and her commander was anxious 
to have the vessers head pointing on 
her voyage across the Atlantic ocean. 

AiK tl er theory of tlie cause of the 
disaster is tiiat t!ie SaUer's stee- ing gear 
was carried away while she was head- 
ing around the rocks for ViUagai cia and 
that she thus became unmanageable and 
was driven on the reef, which is about 
two and one- half miles from land.

Buataeaa Dalayed, Awaiting the Action ol 
CoDcresa. 

New York, Dec. 12.— R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says :

Disappointment aboat the 
break in prices may help to increase re- 
ceipts. Atlantic exporta were but 
2.766.601 boahda. floor ui61»ded, and 
for the tvro weeka have been hat 4,748,- 
118 baahela, againat 4,178,448 lo^t year. 
PacUle dispatches ^how that exports 
continae very heavy and aboat 800,000 
tone moM an availabla from OaUfomia. 
The market has declined 1 1>4 and the 
decrease in demand for floor with high 
rail rates has closed nearly all the 
Superior, Dnlnth and many <n the other 
northwestern mills. 

Cotton has declined 8-16 cent in spite 
of all stories that the crop haa been 
nearly marketed, ocntinaea to come for- 
ward Btaa(Htr. With over 6,000,000 
baleain aighl already, there are esti- 
mates baaed on government reports that 
the yield is 8,800,000 bales or less which 
would leave but 8,800,000 to come for- 
ward in eight moiitlis and three weeks. 
When the oilicial report first came tlx re 
was a rash of buyers ; a few miuutca 
turned the ooivent, and an^dddeoUne 

followed. 

The iron output for December was 
142,278 tons w<^ekly, against 121,077 
Nov. 1, and 21(i,7!t7 a year ago, and un- 
sold «t(K'ks roijortetl were 31,5)01 tons 
smaller than Nov. 1, but these do not 
include stocks of the great steel com- 
panies. 

The industry is fcr the time deiiioral- 
i/.eil l)y ;i)ic( rtainty re<,'arding the f^rcat 
comliinai icuis. Th(^ I'orniiU witlidrawal 
of the Hi Ihiiri' conipiuiy broke the liiili t 
p:iol, lint a iiieeiuiK is in se.s,si()n to re- 
c(.!istruct it It' pcs.sihle. The beam 
maki rs aKo inict this wick to revive, if 
tiM V ciiii. thi ir compiu't, and the sieel 
rail works %vill meet shortly with the 
prosjKct that one imp<(rtaiit concern 
will yo out. and that if others are kept 
together priei-s will have to be materi- 
ally reduced. Tlu- bar nssixiation 
scan t ly jireieiids to control prices, which 
are sli^'htly lower this w»-ek for steel, 
and tlie ruptur*! of the nail uss(K'iation 
for the time left the bar price for wire 
nails about fl.oO at Pittsburg, ¥rith ex- 
tra charges on onlinary assortments 
averaging 12 cents against $3.66 paid 
last month with extras averaging 70 
cents. Until the foture iufiueuce of 
these combinations is better defined, 
narrow trading ma.st be expected, and 
Bessemer pig and grey forge are slightly 
lower. 

Minor metals are generally weaker, 
tin at 12.00, copper at 11 1-4 for lake and 
lead at 2.96 cents. Aluminum has been 
reduced from 50 to 87 cents for ingots, 
ton lots, and 66 to 68 for rods, produc- 
tion having inoreaaed fourfold ; textile 
industries are working a larger force 
than iu October, but there is not much 
evidence of a larger demand, and some 
kinds of goods are aocomolating. 

As raw cotton ia lower, aome yielding 
in prioea of staplea ia expeoted, and bay- 
ing is on that aoconnt more reatrlcted a 
few qoalities of soods having slightly 
declined. Print cbths are weak in tone 
with enarmooa atocka. Woolen goods 
are not in better demand, and there is 
general diapoaition to make commit- 
ments ahead. Salea of wool in two 
weeks 14,87<i,900 pounds, against 11,909,- 
200 last year, and 10,86.^,700 in 1803. are 
this year largely between traders, as the 
milhi find at present little encounige- 
ment to buy and London sales are a 
shade weaker. Qnotationa are not 
changed, though more freqoent conces- 
sions are not reported. 

Failures for the week have been 880 
iu the United States, against hist 
year, and 4o iu Cuuuda, against 54 luiit 
year.
